Billing procedure finalized 


All Granite City residents can expect to 
receive their first garbage bill around 
March 1. 

After pondering the billing procedure 
for three months, city officials have 
decided to charge on a semi-annual basis 
rather than attaching the fee to residents’ 
quarterly sewer bill, as had previously 
been considered. The first $36 garbage 
bill, covering the six-month period from 
Aug. 15 to Feb. 15, is to be sent to resi- 
dents March 1. 

‘The semi-annual fee is to be paid to the 
City Treasurer’s office, according to an 
amendment to the garbage fee ordinance 
adopted by the City Council Oct. 22. The 
amendment states the owner ard the 
occupant of the property for which ser- 
vice was provided are both responsible 
for payment. 

‘The amendment also states that ‘‘refuse 
collection services provided by the city 
shall be the exclusive method for disposi- 
tion of garbage and refuse within the

Cost of new officer 
is up by $10,000 


How much would a new police officer 
cost Granite City? 

According to the Accounting Depart- 
ment for the city, a new officer’ will cost 
$13,083 to $15,503 over and abovd a federal 
grant of $23,102. 

The City Council voted 11-3 Oct. 22 to 
hire two new dispatchers and a_ police 
patrolman. 

But aldermen have said they were told 
in a closed session hat the new. police 
officer would cost the-city $4,000, the dif- 
ference between the cost of a new offi- 
cer’s salary and a grant to reimburse the 
city for putting a man in the Metropolitan 
Enforcement Group of Southwestern Illi- 
nois. 

The Police Department has lost four 
officers to retirement since the city 
enacted a hiring freeze last November. 
The transfer of an officer to MEGSI 
recently created a fifth vacancy. 

In effect, the ent will gain two 
patrolman from the Oct. 22 action. Chief 
Don Knight has been forced to place an 
officer on dispatch duty six turns each 
week due to a shortage of manpower. The 
additional dispatchers will free up that 
officer for patrol duty, Knight said. 

But according to City Comptroller K.P. 
MacTaggart, the actual cost to the tax- 
payers for the hew officer, when all 
expenses are tabulated, is estimated to be 
between $13,000 and $15,500. That esti- 
mate is at least three times as much as 
the $4,000 figure some aldermen say was 
presented to the council.

Except for the fact that it’s strictly voluntary, it could be a 
scene straight out of the National Rifle Association’s worst 
nightmare: people lined up outside the doors of a police station 
to hand in their guns. 

They pass a hand-lettered sign-on the door that reads, 
“Please, no ins before 9 a.m.” and queue up next to another 
sign that reads, “Please do not unwrap guns.”’ 

Two by two or three by three, depending on how mary police 
officers are on hand to handle the crowd, they turn over their 
weapons. Then, no questions asked, the officers hand the dis- 
armed citizen vouchers that can be cashed just like a check 
One $25 voucher for a shotgun or rifle, two $25 vouchers for a 
handgun. Thank you for taking part in the Police Gun Buy-Back 
Program. Have a nice day. 

By the time you read this, some 6,000 weapons will have been 
turned over to the Police Department in the program that began 
Oct. 14. There might be more except that cash for the program 
is so short that each ‘‘redemption station” is limited to passing 
out 75 vouchers a day. Through the end of last week, the officers 
were reaching reaching their quota in less than an hour a day 

It’s a strange and somehow touching sight. It’s also just a 
little bit worrisome. Why is it some people have to be bribed 
into do something they should have been doing in the first 
place? ‘‘How can you say anything negative about it?’’ won- 
dered Major Ron Henderson, the Area III commander. ‘‘At first 
the guys around here felt we were being taken advantage of by 
gun collectors, who were dumping their junk on us. 

“But it’s a fast track around here,”’ he said, nodding his head 
toward the front door and the intersection of Union and Natural 
Bridge boulevards. ‘‘I guess we feel that any gun that ain’t out 
there is one more that won’t be used against us.” 

The idea, obviously, was to get a few guns off the streets of 
St. Louis. But the rules of the program say that guns will be 
accepted, no questions asked. Henderson said that judging from 
comments the sellers make—and. license plates in the police 
parking lot—sellers are coming from all over the metropolitan 
area.

“Seems like every young guy we arrest has a gun on him

Warm Neighbors 
sets $450,000 goal 


The Energy Assistance Foun- 
dation has announced a goal of 
$450,000 for this year’s’ Warm 
Neighbors campaign in an effort 
to expand its energy assistance 
programs for financially dis- 
tressed families. 

The goal includes a $100,000 
contribution from Illinois Power. 

The foundation based its goal 
on last 
paign, raising nearly $340,000 
with more than 10,300 customers 
contributing in the program’s 
first year 

“Warm Neighbors will be 
needed even more this year 
because of substantial cutbacks 
in federal and state energy 
assistance funding,”’ said Lerton 
Krushas, executive director of 
the Energy Assistance Founda- 
tion, which administers the 
Warm Neighbors program 

The EAF is a non-profit orga- 
nization founded with a grant 
from Illinois Power in 1982. 

Since then, the foundation has 
helped weatherize about 1,000 
homes and, through Warm 
Neighbors, has provided bill-pay- 
ment assistance to more than 
1,200 families 

The Warm Neighbors Fund 
uses contributions from Illinois 
Power customers and a $100,000 
annual donation from the gas 
and electric utility to assist low- 
income families with home 
weatherization and those facing 
financial hardship in the pay- 


ar’s successful cam- . 


ment of utility bills. 

The program relies on an 
existing network of 32 social ser- 
vice agencies located throughout 
the Illinois Power service terri- 
tory to process applications for 
assistance and verlt 'y need. 

Applicants must live in the Illi- 
nois Power service area, but IP 
does not have to be the heat pro- 
vider. The fund will assist quali- 
fying families which heat with 
electricity, natural gas, propane 
gas, wood, oil or coal. 

The program focuses on both 
Ilong- and short-term energy 
assistance. 

The bill-payment program 


pays heating bills for families in—,

Jean-Michel Cousteau, the son 
of ‘explorer Jacques Cousteau, 
said the 1990s will be ‘‘the 
decade of solution’’ for a worid 
plagued by environmental prob- 
lems. 

Cousteau held an informal 
news conference before his 
scheduled lecture Wednesday at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. He outlined plans 
of the Cousteau Society, of which 
he is a founding member. 

The lecture, Rediscover the 
World, was a sold-out presenta- 
tion of SIUE’s Arts and Issues 
series. 

Cousteau told reporters that 
although the ecological system 
continues to be strained by over- 


issues,’ but a lack of direction 
caused the movement to die out. 
“It’s not just a trend any- 
more,"’ Cousteau said. “‘I cail 
this the decade of solution."” 
Cousteau said the society, 
unlike the organization Green- 
peace, works on environmental 
problems through education, not 
politics 
“The (Cousteau) society is not 
into sensationalism. We work 
within the law, which kee us 
away from politics,” he said. 
““We have parallel roots grow- 
ing in the same direction (as 
Greenpeace). But public support 
will open any door. A strong 
voice will get you in anyone’s 
office.”

legislation to protect the right of 
future generations to inherit a 
stable environment. 

The Exxon Valdez oil spill 
illustrated the need for protec- 
tion of the environment. Accord- 
ing to Cousteau, the country was 
physically and educationally 
unprepared to handle the catas- 
trophe.

‘Safe food’ habits key 
to avoiding salmonella 


Anyone who’s ever suffered 
from salmonella needs no 
reminder to practice safe food 
habits. 

The food-borne illness brings 
headache, diarrhea, chills, fever, 
abdominal cramps, nausea, 
dehydration and vomiting 

And it’s not rare. 

“We have 2,000 or 3,000 cases 
a year in Illinois,” said Mary 
Huck of the Illinois Department 
of Public Health in Springfield. 

Confirmed cases are just the 
tip of the iceberg. There are 
probably a lot more, possibly 
three or four times that many, 
Huck said. 

“You can get a mild case and 
be sick for a day,’’ Huck said. 
“People Say “It must have been 
somethihg I ate,’ " 

“And it was,”’ she added. 

Salmonella can be transmitted 
by raw or ‘undercooked poultry, 
cracked eggs and by pet turtles. 
But that scenario is changing 

“In the past, it was thought 
salmonella was .found in eggs 
which were cracked, with the 
organism entering from the out- 
side,” said Dennis Diehl of the! 
oe cous Hest Department. 
“Now they’re finding intact e; 
infected.’” . ie 

Researchers believe salmonel- 
la is transmitted by infected lay- 
ing hens directly into the interior 
of the egg. 

The organism is common in 
the environment. 

“It occurs more than people 
think. That’s why fowl is so sus- 
ceptible,’’ Huck ‘said. ‘‘The 
chickens pick it up in their envi- 
ronment and the processing 
doesn’t destroy the organism.’”’ 

The only thing that does 
destroy it is cooking chicken or 
turkey until it’s well done, Huck 
said, and cooking eggs thorough- 












It’s estimated one out of three 
chickens carries salmonella bac- 
teria, according to Tom Schafer 
of the state’s public health 
department. 

This summer, even innocent- 
appearing cantaloupe went on 
the suspect list, with outbreaks 
traced to melons from the south- 
sca pare of the country. 

“We had an outbreak of sal- 
monella in St. Louis at a restau- 
rant two or three years ago,” 
Diehl said. ‘‘We traced that to 
cantaloupe.”’ 

, The fruit picks up the organ- 
ism from the soil, Diehl said. It

When preparing a pumpkin, 
cutgout the stem and cut it in 1- 
to 2-inch squares. The meat or 
pulp can be left attached to the 
skip,or rind, if desired, because 
it | be easy to remove once 
c ed. Usually there is about 1 
or 9éfmches flesh or pulp. 

Woove the seeds and all the 
pulp attached to them, clean and 
wash them, dry them and set 
themBpaside. They make an easy, 

tious snack for microwav- 
ingyitoo. 


Place cut-up pumpkin flesh in 
a large bowl. Add % cup water. 
Cover the top only with alumi- 
num foil or plastic wrap. Micro- 
wave on high power 8 to 10 min- 
utes, then stir and add more 
time, stirring every 2 to 3.min- 
utes, until tender. Remove peel. 
Add’ desired spices, then mash 
Pumpkin may be frozen n_UpRfo 1 
year. 

To microwave the seeds, place 
them in a glass dish and add 2 
tablespoons butter or margarine. 
Salt to taste, using seasoning 
salt, Italian or taco seasonings, 
or any spices you like. Micro- 
wave on high power 3 to 5 min- 
utes, stirring every 3 minutes, 
until hot and crispy. The actual 
time, like the amount of season- 
ing, depends on the amount of 
seeds.

Allow bars to cool at least 10

Cream chéese icing: Microwave 
1 package (3 ounces) cream 
cheese and 1 tablespoon butter or 
margarine on high 30 seconds.

to link-up with Pentagon 


The 
Casey Krakowlecki got into tKe 
Pentagon recently. 

While they didn’t exactly get a 
field trip to Washington, D.C., 
the Lake School students did get 
to speak with Col. David Boyd, 
the chief computer specialist for 
the U.S. Army. Col Boyd was 
one of the planners for Operation 
Desert Storm and a member of 
the Joint Chiefs’ staff. 

Tim Boyd, a Lake School r- 
ent and the colonel’s brother, 
arranged the linkup using an 
IBM compatible computer and 
the Packet radio network. Much 
like a modem which links com- 
puters through telephone net- 
works, the packet system is 
comprised of ‘‘ham’’ operators 
on a number of radio frequency 
bands. 

Boyd sed the importance 
of “hams” and packet radio to 
keep communications open dur- 
ing natural disasters, like the 
San Francisco earthquake, 
floods, tornadoes, or hurricanes. 

Boyd and many of his fellow 
“hams’’ are active in Civil 
Defense. 

With the joining of computer 
technology and radio, large vol- 
umes of data can be transmitted 
all over the world in seconds 
using a number of satellites.

From his base at home, Boyd 
told students he has communi- 
cated with people all over the 
world. 

To try out the system, students 
typed messages on the computer 
Keyboard, which were then 
broadcast on the packet network 
to a station in Collinsville, oper- 
ated by the Boyds’ father, Max, 
and then passed on to the Penta- 
gon, all in a matter of seconds. 

After hearing the technical end 
of how all this works, ‘the stu- 
dents enjoyed asking the colonel 
about his family, the weather in 
Washington, what his job 
entailed and’ various other per- 
sonal and professional questions. 

Col. Boyd promised to write to 
each student and encouraged 
them to learn! as much as they 
could about computers. 

Later, students picked up the 
microphone and talked to Max 
Boyd, the Collinsville operator 
serving as relay. He told them 
that if Lake School had a better 
antenna than the makeshift one 
used for the demonstration, the 
children could be talking to 
“hams” in Australia, France, 
and Mexico, as well as Collins- 
ville. 

He encouraged the students to 
get involved in radio and learn 
to become ‘‘hams’’ themselves.

The State Department has 
strengthened its advisory on 
travel in Ecuador from a caution 
to a warning, adding information 
on crime, business travel and 
cholera. 

It said some Galapagos 
Islands tour vessels were sub- 
standard in terms of maritime 
safety, some cases of cholera 
have been reported in southwest- 
ern Ecuador, and business trav- 
elers should resolve any legal 





and financial disputes with 
Ecuadorian partners before trav- 
eling. 


The level of street crime in 
Guayaquil is high, the warning 
said, and visitors to Quito should 
exercise caution around the 
famous Quito landmark known 
as the Virgin of Pangcillo. Pick- 
pockets and muggings are com- 
mon there, and thieves are often 
armed with guns or knives. 

The State Department noted, 
however, that organized tours to 
standard destinations, resorts in 
the eastern jungle, and beach 
resorts had not experienced any 
problems beyond those normally 
encountered with overseas trav- 
el.

Helping elderly with bills’ 


{can be complicated task

When an adult agrees to man- 
age his ailing parent’s money, 
there can be unexpected conse- 
quences. Depending on the char- 
acter of the people involved, 
complications can range from 
additional taxes to suddenly 
empty bank accounts. 

Turning the financial reins 
over to a trusted child or rela- 
tive ism’t a step to be taken 
lightly, local experts said. 

“It’s a complicated subject,’’ 
said Gloria Williams, a counsel- 
or at the Mid-East Area Agency 
on Aging, which serves seniors 
in St. Louis, St. Charles, Jeffer- 
son and Franklin counties. 

“Often we don’t like to admit 
we need help,” she said 

She regularly fields calls from 
seniors who've forgotten to pay 
their bills or, at the other 
extreme, forgotten they’d 
already paid a bill and sent the 
creditor another check. 

If mistakes in bill paying 
become frequent, then it’s time 
to consider getting help. But 
passing the reins to a conserva- 
tor, a person charged with han- 
dling financial matters, can be 
complicated. Steps taken without 
Proper guidance from an attor- 
ney or accountant could lead to 
financial grief for the older per- 
son and his conservator, Wil- 
Hams said. 

‘or example, many people 
believe that Point tenancy — anit 
ting the conservator’s name on 
bank accounts, the deed to the 
house and other documents — is 
one way to avoid probate court. 
It is not the best way, lawyers 


said. Attorney Charles Redd, of 
Armstrong Teasdale, is ada- 
mant: “Joint tenancies are terri- 
ble, they’re awful.”* 

Most seniors don’t realize that, 
if they die, the conservator 
whose name is on the checking 
account gets to keep those funds, 
said Patricia Gray, an attorney 
with Rosenblum, Goldenhersh, 
Sees & ese es Clayton. 

Tl ints up the major 
lem pe accounts: "either 
of you can come in and uke 
money out of the account,” said 
Barbara Gilchrist, a professor at 
St. Louis University School of 
Law. 

Williams recalled instances 
when elderly parents discovered 
their conservator had cleaned 
out the bill-paying account — or 
found it had been dragged into a 
conservator’s divorce or bank- 
ruptcy case. 

A conservator faces a potential 
gift-tax problem with joint 
accounts, attorneys counseled. If 
his name is added to a $50,000 
certificate of deposit or a $50,000 
piece of real estate, the Internal 
Revenue Service will seek gift 
taxes on $15,000 (one-half of the 
account minus the $10,000 gift- 
tax exemption). 

Instead of joint tenancy, the 
legak advisers recommend a 
durable power of attorney, a 
legal document that names a 
conservator to handle affairs if 
you become incapacitated. Gil- 
christ likes the power-of-attorney 
route because it is so flexible; 
you can require that two doctors 
certify that you are unable to 
handle day-to-day matters, for 
instance. 

The power-of-attorney docu- 


ment also can detail when the 
conservator must return control 
to the elderl: ypersoet 

Who sh De apees con- 
servator? hot is key ques- 
tion to Richard Markow, senior 
vice president at United Missou- 
ri Bank’s downtown ffice. ‘“You 
have to have someone you feel 
comfortable with,’” he said. 

The conservator must feel 
comfortable, too. He must be 
able to take the responsibility 
seriously and not be swayed by 
outside influences. For example, 
he should be able to resist pres- 
sure from a younger brother 
who needs money for a new car. 
To keep peace in the family, 
multiple conservators might be 
necessary, he explained. 

Being a conservator is much 
more than an honorary title, 
Markow said. The job of paying 
bills and handling assets may 
require a lot of time and effort 
when the elderly parent is inca: 
Pacitated. 

Then there's the quéstion of 
the conservator’s competence, 
he said. Does he or she have the 
administrative acumen to have 
tax returns or court papers pre- 

ared and filed on time? To 
invest assets safely and prudent- 
ly? 

If the answer is negative, 
banks and attorneys can fill the 
bill, Markow and lawyers said. 

For many seniors, an adult 
child usually serves as conserva- 
tor. But sometimes that’s not 
Possible. 

‘“‘There are too many who 
don’t have anyone,” Williams 
said.“‘It’s sad how many people 
out there who are in that posi- 
tion re 


VA will loan money for 
multifamily residences 


Dear Mr. Myers: I'm a Viet- 
nam vet who wants to buy a 
duplex or small apartment build- 
ing. I'd live in one of the units, 
and rent the rest out. Can I get 
a Veterans Administration loan 
to make this kind of purchase, 
or will the VA only make loans 
on single-family homes? — R.J. 
Answer: You've asked a good 
question. Many vets don’t know 
it, but the VA will guarantee 
loans on buildings with up to 
four units. Most lenders will let 
you borrow up to $184,000 under 
the VA program, regardless of 
whether you buy a single-famil 
house or “a fourplex. The VA will 
require that you live in one of 
the units, so you can’t change 
your mind and decide to be an 
“absentee landlord.’’ Local lend- 
ers and mortgage brokers can 
give you more information. Or, 
you can contact the nearest 
mal office of the U.S. 
Department of Veterans Affairs, 
which you'll find under the 
“United States Government’’ 
heading in your local phone 
book.

doesn’t go through with the deal. 
But the truth , the money 
you'd spend on a lawyer and the 
time you’d waste dealing with 
this guy probably wouldn’t justi 
fy your efforts. And considering 
the fact that there’s no guaran- 
tee that you'll win this suit, 
you’re probably better off 
returning your reluctant buyer’s 
deposit and putting your home 
back on the market.
